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Summary Description 

The Wasena Historic District is located immediately south and west of the Roanoke River in the city of 

Roanoke, Virginia.  Approximately 174 acres in area, the district features an undulating topography rising from 

the bottomlands of the river to several ridges running east to west.  The neighborhood consists of 469 primary 

resources -- the majority of which are single-family dwellings with a few commercial buildings at the north end 

of Main Street, several industrial buildings along a railroad spur at the northeastern edge of the district, a park 

along the river and the bridge that connects to the original city limits across the river.  Three sections of low 

stone retaining walls run through the district along areas of steep terrain and there is a large, open green space in 

the center of the district where the slope is too steep to build.  The houses in the district range in date from the 

early 1900s through the 1950s and the Craftsman-style bungalow is the dominant style and form followed by the 

American Foursquare (including Colonial-Revival and Prairie style) and the Ranch style.  Examples of the 

Queen Anne, Dutch Colonial Revival, Tudor Revival and Cape Cod styles are also found within the district.  

The Roanoke River bounds the district on the north and east edges with Main Street continuing the boundary to 

the north side of Summit Avenue on the southern edge.  Brighton Street, which backs up to Evergreen 

Cemetery,  form the boundary to the west.  The boundaries follow the original boundaries of the Wasena Land 

Company as platted in 1910 and 1917.   

 

Statement of Integrity 

The Wasena Historic District retains a relatively high level of integrity with almost all of its houses intact as 

well as the other commercial, industrial, recreational resources and the original street system, including the 

Wasena Bridge.  Of the 469 primary resources, 443 (94%) contribute to the district and only 26 primary are 

considered non-contributing due to their date of construction or extensive and irreversible alterations.  While 

alterations have been made to some of the contributing structures, these are generally limited to siding, 

replacement windows,  replacement porch columns or railings and the enclosure of sections of the front or rear 

porches.  These alterations do not obscure the original form and style of the houses in most cases and tend to be 

reversible.  There are 250 secondary resources, the majority of which are garages, with 138 (60%) determined to 

be contributing and only 112 listed as non-contributing.    The Wasena district and its resources retain a sense of 

location, design, setting, materials, workmanship, feeling, and association. 

 

Detailed Description 

The Wasena Historic District developed as a residential suburb of Roanoke during the first half of the 20
th

 

century.  Located on the south side of the Roanoke River, the Wasena Bridge connects the district to the original 

city limits.  The Southwest Historic District (NRHP, 1985), a turn-of-the-century residential neighborhood, is 

located across the river to the north.  Norwich, Ghent/Virginia Heights, Raleigh Court and Barbour Heights are 

all suburbs that developed to the west and south of Wasena during the late 1890s to mid 20
th

 century and were 

closely related to Wasena as they shared industries, commercial areas and civic resources, such as fire stations, 

libraries and schools.  The area to the east of Main Street and south of Floyd Avenue developed in the 1940s and 

1950s.  Notable buildings that border the historic district include: the Wasena Terrace Apartments (NRHP, 
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2006), a 1950s garden apartment complex located adjacent to the distinct at the northwest edge; Evergreen 

Cemetery, which dates to the early 20
th

 century and is situated immediately to the west of the district and 

Brigton Road; and Wasena Elementary School, built in 1928 a few blocks to the southwest of the district.   

 

The Wasena Historic District occupies an area of undulating topography that boasted of beautiful views and 

fresh mountain air in its early advertisements.  The area extends from the bottomlands of the Roanoke River to 

several ridges running east to west in the neighborhood.  The primary north-south thoroughfare is Main Street, 

which extends across the Wasena Bridge to become Elm Avenue.  The primary east-west street is Wasena 

Avenue, which extends into the Virginia Heights and Raleigh Court neighborhoods and connects to the 

commercial area of the Grandin Road Commercial Historic District (NRHP, 2002).   

 

The Wasena Bridge, which is located at the  northeast edge of the district and provides access to Old Southwest 

and downtown Roanoke,  was constructed in 1938-1939 as a Works Progress Administration (WPA). project.  

This concrete bridge replaced an earlier steel bridge that was built in 1911-1912.  This bridge serves as the 

entrance to the Wasena neighborhood.   Wasena Park (128-6269-0464/128-0252) extends along the Roanoke 

River and under the bridge at the north edge of the district. This 28-acre park retains a 1930s stone picnic 

pavilion as well as a numerous other modern park amenities such as ball fields, tennis and basketball courts, a 

skateboard park and a ca. 1965 replica of a train station that once served as the Roanoke Transpiration Museum.  

A railroad spur, known as the Norfolk &Western Belt Line, runs along the southern edge of the park and 

extends over to the industrial area at the northeastern edge of the district.   

 

The hilly topography of the neighborhood served to create several landscape features in the district.  A large, 

open green space, which was originally named “Wasena Park” in the early plats, is located between Hamilton 

and Valley Avenue.  This steep section of land was not suitable for building but provides open space and 

spectacular views of the neighborhood and city beyond.  The upper edge of this open space is lined with a low 

stone retaining wall that runs along the 1000-1100 blocks of Hamilton Avenue with several openings in the wall 

for access to the green space.  Other sections of this same stone retaining wall are located along the 800 block of 

Hamilton Avenue (on the east side of Main Street) and the 1200 block of Brighton Road.  Another small, 

triangular-shaped open space, called Oak Park, is located at the intersection of Hamilton Avenue and Kerns 

Avenue.  Given the varying topography, many lots have stone or concrete retaining walls along the front and/or 

rear property line.  Along the north side of Kerns Avenue and the south side of Hamilton Avenue, the houses sit 

high above the street grade.  In some cases, garages are built into the slope or the retaining wall.   

 

Of the 469 resources in the district, 454 are dwellings and the vast majority of these are single family.  The 

houses range in date from the early the early 1900s to the late 1950s with a few non-contributing duplexes 

dating to the 1970s and 1980s.  The earliest house in the district, which predates the development by the Wasena 

Land Company, is the Howbert House at 918 Howbert Avenue.  This ca. 1900 Queen-Anne style house was 

built by George Howbert who owned the farmland purchased by the Wasena Land Company in 1910.  The 
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earliest houses that were constructed as part of the Wasena suburb are generally located along Winona and 

Wasena Avenues on either side of Main Street as this was the closest area to the bridge and the city beyond.  

These houses, which represent approximately 16% of the buildings in the district, date to the first two decades 

of the 20
th

 century with good rare examples of the Queen-Anne style in the neighborhood as well as the more 

typical American Foursquares in the Colonial-Revival style.   

 

The overwhelming majority of the houses in the district (46%) date to the 1920s, which was a period of growth 

and prosperity throughout the country.  Houses dating to this decade are located throughout the district.  The 

predominant style of these houses is the Craftsman-style bungalow (36%), which was well suited to the size and 

budgets of the middle and working class families that purchased homes in Wasena.   These houses, such as the 

ca. 1923 example at 921 Hamilton Avenue  are typically one-and-one-half stories with a bungaloid roof form, a 

combination of cladding materials, multi-light over single-light fenestration, a multi-light door and a full-width 

porch supported by columns on brick piers.  The ca. 1931 house at 1125 Floyd Avenue is an excellent example 

of a one-story bungalow with “telescoping” front gable and oversized elbow brackets.  This property also retains 

its original garage with exposed rafter tails.  Two larger and more complex examples of the Craftsman style are 

found at 1315 and 1319 Main Street, both built ca. 1918 as mirror images, where the roof forms are complex 

with side bays and pent roofs along the side elevations and porch gables wrapping around the house. Variations 

of the bungalow include the Dutch Colonial-Revival style bungalow, which features the one-and-one-half story, 

bungaloid roof form with a gambrel roof and Colonial-Revival style detailing in the fenestration and porch 

detailing.  The ca. 1922 house at 1006 Hamilton Avenue is a good example of this style.  The second most 

prevalent form is the American Foursquare with its simple, two-story, three-bay form with hip roof with dormer 

and full-width porch.  The houses tended to feature either Colonial-Revival or Prairie style detailing in the 

eaves, fenestration, door and porch.  A typical example of the Colonial-Revival style version of the American 

Foursquare can be found at 1018 Wasena Avenue (ca. 1912) with its classical columns and pedimented porch 

gable.  In comparison, the house at 935 Howbert (ca. 1925) is an example of an American Foursquare in the 

Prairie style with its low hipped roof and wide eaves.  Some of the American Foursquare houses, such as the 

example at 1314 Main Street, however, are described as “minimal traditional” due to either alterations that have 

removed their stylistic detailing or their original simplicity.  While no kit houses have been specifically 

identified in the district, it is clear that these hosues, which were built at the peak of the popularity of the kit 

house, were directly influenced by these catalogue house designs.   

 

Following the Great Depression, housing construction was slow to recover.  Only 30 houses were built in the 

district during the 1930s, with the majority of these dating between 1937 and 1939.  A few more houses (11) 

were constructed in the early 1940s prior to World War II. While the Craftsman/Bungalow and American 

Foursquare continued to be popular, the Tudor Revival style began to appear in the neighborhood as well.  

These small-scale houses were usually one or one-and-one-half stories in height and clad in brick or stone 

veneer with steeply pitched roofs and a front chimney.  The Colonial-Revival style, particularly the Cape Cod 

form, also became popular as a result of the restoration of Colonial Williamsburg.   
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With approximately 75% of the district developed by the beginning of World War II, the final completion took 

place as part of the population boom and prosperity that followed the war.  Nearly 100 houses were built 

between 1945 and 1960.  The vast majority of these are Ranch-style houses as this was the new style promoted 

for the middle-class modern family with its open floor plan, finished basement (which was well-suited to 

Wasena‟s topography) and minimal, modern form with its characteristic picture window.  While Ranch-style 

houses were built throughout the district on vacant lots, a large concentration of them are found along the 1100-

1200 block of Howbert Avenue.  These houses are all very similar with slight variations in the geometric pattern 

of lights in the flush wood front doors.  The Cape Cod also continued to be popular during this period with its 

simple form and traditional detailing in the fenestration and door surround, as illustrated in the house at 1010 

Howbert Avenue, built in 1939.  The 1000-1100 block of Winchester, located directly across from Wasena Park 

and the N&W Belt Line, was the last concentrated area in the district to develop.  These 1950s houses are 

simple, one-story, rectangular forms with no stylistic detailing.   

 

 The commercial area along Main Street, just south of the Wasena Bridge, consists of several one-story brick 

veneer buildings with simple storefronts and a flat roof with parapet.  While this area has been a commercial 

area since the 1920s, the existing buildings date to the 1930s and 1940s.  Several of the adjacent residential 

structures on the corners have been a commercial addition that faces Main Street or have been converted to 

commercial use.  The Roanoke Ice and Cold Storage Company, built in 1926 at the east end of Wasena Avenue 

and Howbert Street, along the river and railroad belt line, consists of a large five-story brick storage building 

with a one-story wing.  A timber-frame warehouse and adjacent quoins ant hut building that originally served as 

a beer distributorship stands to the south of the ice plant.  Several other large industrial buildings are located in 

this area but have been altered to a point that they are considered non-contributing.
